Group III, claim(s) 12, drawn to a photovoltaic cell. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PGT Rule 13.1 because, under PGT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the claims fail to 
make a contribution beyond that of the prior art as evidenced by the references marked 
"X" and "Y" in the PGT search report. 

The feature common to all groups, specifically the presence (or formation) of a 
corrugated surface, does not qualify as a "special technical feature" which defines a 
contribution that each invention, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art 
because this feature is not novel and/or does not involve an inventive step. See the 
PGT search report. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 GFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims.
